The American woman, going ov erseas to join her 
husb and in an Army of Occupation, will hav e a more 
difficult time b ecoming adjusted to her env ironment than 
the foreign b ride has coming to this country. 
So says Dr. Clifford R. Adams, head of the marriage 
counseling serv ice at the Pennsylv ania State College, 
who warns American women they’ll find inconv eniences, 
intolerance, and prejudice, in foreign lands. 
“The fearful, emotional, immature wife, wholly de­ 
pendent upon her husb and, would do well to stay in this 
country,’’ Dr. Adams asserts. 
He pictured the woman going to Germany or Japan 
as a pioneer and said the girl b est fitted for this adv en­ 
ture is the independent type who is not “timid or 
scarey” b ut can make her own decisions. 
While families ov erseas will find themselv es con­ 
fronted with many difficult prob lems, Dr. Adams points 
out that their hardships will draw husb and and wife 
closer together and make them more dependent on 
each other. 
Before a wife decides to join her husb and in a 
foreign country, Dr. Adams recommends that she work 
out with him prob lems that may arise in regard to their 
b udget, housing facilities, education for their children, 
and other material questions. 
“If the wife understands what she’s up against,” 
zr. Adams b eliev es, “she’ll b e b etter qualified to make 
i fa ir d ecisio n ab out g o in g ov erseas, and once there, 
prob ab ly will find happiness with her husb and.” 


SHIP DISPERSAL 
The Nav y and the Army can't agree on how to ar­ 
range warships for the atom b omb ing test at Bikini 
Atoll in May. The Army wants to lash them rail to rail. 
The Nav y wants capital ships to b e separated b y at 
least a mile. 
To the layman b oth suggestions appear silly. Neither 
would giv e any intelligent idea what the atom b omb 
would really do, in practical use. 
Neither would giv e 
the b asic information necessary to rev ise nav al opera­ 
tional methods. 
The first suspicion, reading of the conflicting ideas, is 
that the Nav y would like to see the atom b omb ’s effects 
minimized while the Army wants them to b e exaggerat­ 
ed. We hope such suspicion is unfounded. If it is not, 
here is another argument for merger of the armed forces 
and an ending of senseless riv alry. 


CHINESE PIQUE

that the}7 are piqued ab out the secret Yalta agreement 
among Roosev elt, Churchill and Stalin which, withcut 
consultation with Chiang, handed ov er Chinese territory 
to the Sov iet Union.

U. S. Model Hot-b ed Grows 
Plants in Artificial Light

One 
of the difficult prob lem s of the 
Allied forces of occupation in Car- 
m any has b een the position of the 
large num b er of displaced persons 
from other countries. 
These “D P’s”, as 
the 
B ritish 
soldiers call them , were m ostly 
H itler’s slav e lab or and prisoners 
of w ar. In this zone there origin­ 
ally w ere 2,450,000 who had to b e 
housed, clothed, fed 
and 
kept 
w arm . A m illio n 
of 
these 
were 
R ussians and another hah million 
w ere Poles. The rest b eing m ainly 
Italians, D utch and French. 
B ritish authorities hav e repat­ 
riated all b ut 450,000 of these un­ 
fortu n ate folk and would re p a tri­ 
ate the rest gladly. 
B ut m ost of these displaced per­ 
sons don’t w ant to go home a t ihis 
time. The m ajority of them 
are ; 
Poles and they are holding b ack 
m ainly for economic reasons, r.l- 
though some say they are i'eariui 
on political grounds. 
The authorities expect m ost of

A hot-b ed in which plants for next 
spring’s garden can b e started this 
winter in the b asem ent, or any 
room of the house, and grown to 
transplanting size under artificial 
light, is illustrated. 
V. T. Stoutmeyer and Alb ert W. 
Close of the United States depart­ 
m ent of agriculture dev eloped the 
model shown, which uses fluores­ 
cent lamps to supply light. More 
than a hundred years ago N. B. 
Ward, inv entor of the W ardian case, 
now called the terrarium , grew 
plants under gas light, experim ent­ 
ally. But until now it has b een im ­ 
practical to supply sufficient light 
artificially, without also dev eloping 
too much heat. 
The fluorescent lam p makes It 
possib le to prov ide, without too 
much heat, sufficient light to ger­ 
minate seed and dev elop plants to 
the proper size for mov ing to the 
outdoor garden. 
As shown, the Stoutmeyer hot-b ed 
consists of a b ox, resting on a tab le 
or on legs, in which trays or flats 
filled with sphagnum moss or v er- 
n.iculite are placed, with an air 
space containing a heating unit b e­ 
neath them, and fluorescent lamps 
ab ov e. Two 40-watt fluorescent tub es 
—either b lue tub es, or daylight type 
—with reflectors are suspended a 
foot ab ov e the flats. They are kept 
b urning continuously. An air space 
ab ov e 
them 
prev ents 
excessiv e 
heating. 
Below the flats is a space which 
is heated b y a sealed heating unit 
which fits into an ordinary lighting 
outlet; or b y an infra-red or carb on 
filament lamp, or b y two tungsten 
lamps connected in series. An elec- 


tric heating coil m ay b e used. A 
therm ostat of the type used for 
poultry b rooders controls the heat. 
Seeds are sown in the flats or 
trays. For m ost v egetab le and flow­ 
er plants the m inim um tem pera­ 
ture should b e set at 65 degrees. 
W ater m ay b e supplied b y using 
wicks to draw it from pans b elow 
the flats; b y setting an empty flow­ 
er pot in the center of each flat, into 
which w ater m ay b e poured to pro­ 
v ide sub irrigation; or b y w atering 
the surface. 
The second method 
requires that the flats b e lined 
with waterproof paper to hold the 
water; and the third requires that 
excess w ater b e allowed to drain 
away. 
Enclosure of the hot-b ed helps 
keep b oth heat and humidity ev en. 
There is no ob jection to mixing the 
fluorescent 
light 
with 
daylight, 
and the unit m ay b e used in a sun- 
parlor, and opened during the day 
to allow daylight to supplement the 
lam ps. 
When v erm iculite is used to fill 
the flats, or trays, a layer of sphag­ 
num moss passed through a siev e 
should b e placed on top, and the 
seed sown in this, and cov ered 
with m ore moss. The sterile sub ­ 
stance will preuent destruction of 
the seedlings b y damping off and 
sim ilar diseases. 
The indoor hot-b ed not only sav es 
the gardener from the discomfort 
of m anaging an outdoor b ed in the 
cold weather, b ut insures the plants 
adequate light, and an ev en tem ­ 
perature. 
Once the m anagem ent 
of the b ed is learned, it will need 
attention only for occasional w ater­ 
ing and v entilation.
